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Civil Rights Bill 


The civil ritfhts bill passed by the 


U.S. House of Representatives is now 
facing the longest filibuster 
in 
the 


history of the U.S. Sennle. 


It is the most important and contro- 


versial legislation in the Congress and 
perhaps the most misunderstood. 


What does il require? 
Here is a 


synopsis of the bill prepared by Con- 
gressional Quarterly. 


Title I—Voting High Is 


In voting' for federal elections, bar 


unequal application of volinjj registra- 
tion requirements, denial of (lie right 
to vote because of errors or omissions 
on records of applications, if not ma- 
terial in determining voter eligibility, 
«nd the use of literacy tests not lukcii 
in writing, unless the applicant requests 
and state law permits oral literacy 
tests. 


Make a sixth-grade education a re- 


buttnble presumption of literacy. 


Authorize the Attorney ftenenil to re- 


quest 
three-judge federal courts to 


hear voting rights suits and direct fed- 
eral courts to expedite voting suits, 


Title II—Public Accommodntinns 
Bar discrimination on grounds of 


face, color, religion or national origin 
in any public accommodation enumer- 
ated below, if discrimination or segre- 
gation in such an accommodation is 
"supported" by state laws or action, if 
lodgings are provided 
to 
transient 


guests or interstate travelers are served 
or if a substantial portion of the goods 
•old or entertainment presented moves 
In interstate commerce. 


Covered are restaurants, cafeterias, 


lunch rooms, lunch counters, soda foun- 
tain!, gasoline stations, motion picture 
houses, theaters, concert halls, sports 
arenas, stadiums, or any hotel, motel or 
lodging house except owner-occupied 
units with five or less rooms for rent 
,(the so-called "Mrs. Murphy" clause). 


Not 
specifically 
covered: 
barber 


shops, retail stores, places of amuse- 
ment such as bowling alleys, or bona 
fide private clubs. 


But any establishment within or con- 


taining an accommodation otherwise 
covered was brought under the terms 
of the title. Thus, a store with a lunch 
counter would be covered. 


Permit anyone denied access to the 


accommodations covered lo sue in court 
for preventive relief through civil in- 
junction, and authorize the .Attorney 
General to bring such a suit if the pur- 
poses of the title would be "materially 
furthered" by such action. 
, 


Title III—Public Facilities, 


Intervention in Civil Rights Suits 


Upon written complaint of aggrieved 


Individuals, permit Justice Department 
suits to secure desegregation of state 
or locally owned, operated or managed 
public facilities when 
the Attorney 


General certifies that the aggrieved 
persons are unable to initiate or main- 
tain appropriate legal proceedings be- 
cause of financial limitations or poten- 
tial economic or other injury to them- 
selves or their families. 


Also, permit the Attorney General 


to intervene in already filed suits in 
the federal courts where persons have 
alleged deprivation of equal protection 
of the laws on account of race, color, 
religion or national origin. 
(This sec- 


tion was not limited lo public facility 
cases.) 


Title IV—Public Education 


Require the U.S. Office of Krhication 


to report within two years on progress 
of school desegregation at ail levels; 
authorize the Odice to give technical 
and financial assistance, if requested, 
to local school systems in the process 
of desegregation, both through grants 
and loans; authorize the Attorney Gen- 
eral to file suit for the desegregation of 
schools and colleges if he receives signed 
complaints and certifies that the ag- 
grieved individuals are unable to initiate 
or maintain proper legal piweedings be- 
cause of financial 
limitations or po- 


tential economic or 
other injury to 


themselves or their /amilies. 


Title V—Civil Rights Commission 


Kxlend 
the Commission 
on 
Civil 


.Rights for four years and broaden its 
powers so that it may function as a 
•lationn] clearing bouse on civil riglils 
information. 


Also give the ComnifsMon authority 


to investigate allegations that citizens 


"are unlawfully being accorded or de- 
nied the right to vote, or to have their 
votes properly counted" in any federal 
election "as a result of any patterns or 
practice of fraud or discrimination in 
the conduct of .such election." 


Title VI—Federal Programs 


Require each federal department or 


agency extending financial assistance to 
any program or activity through grants, 
loans or most kinds of contracts to taka 
steps lo prevent any program from ex- 
cluding persons from benefits because 
of race, color or national origin. 


Agencies must first seek voluntary 


compliance, but if it is not, forthcom- 
ing, 
may cut off federal funds to dis- 


criminatory programs. Such action shall 
be subject lo judicial review on appli- 
cations of persons, state or local gov- 
ernments whose funds are cut off. 


Title VII—Fair Employment 


Kstablish a five-member Kqnal Km- 


ploymcnt Opportunity Commission with 
powers to prevent and eliminate dis- 
crimination in employment based on 
race, color, sex, religion or national 
origin on the part of employers, em- 
ployment agencies or labor unions. 


First year coverage (lo begin one 


year after enactment of the bill) would 
apply to firms with 100 or more em- 
ployees or labor unions with 100 or more 
members, with coverage gradually ex- 
tended, after the third year, to all firms 
or unions with 25 employees or mem- 
bers. 


Exempt 
religious groups, 
private 


clubs and stale governments and their 
subdivisions but not the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service and federally aided state 
and local employment services. 


Authorize the Commission, upon re- 


ceiving sworn complaints, to investigate 
and first seek compliance with fair em- 
ployment practices through the use of 
"informal methods of conference, con- 
ciliations and persuasion." 


If those fail, the Commission could 


seek an injunction in federal court to 
force compliance. It would have no en- 
forcement authority itself. 


Every employer, employment agency 


and labor organization subject to this 
section must keep "records relevant to 
the determination of whether unlawful 
employment practices have been or are 
being committed" and preserve records 
and make reports that the Commission 
shall prescribe by regulation or order, 
after public hearing. 


Title VIII—Kegislration 


and Voting Statistics 


Require the Census Bureau lo gather 


registration and voting statistics based 
on race, color and national origin in such 
areas and to the extent recommended 
by the Civil Rights Commission, both 
on primary and general elections to the 
U. S. House since I960. 


Require such information on a na- 


tionwide scale in connection with the 
1970 Census. 


Title IX—Removal of Civi! Rights Cases 


Make reviewable in higher federal 


courts the action of federal courts in 
remanding a civil rights case to state 
courts. 


Under current law, such a federal 


court order is not reviewable and t h e 
case must be disposed of in the slate 
courts before it can again be appealed 
to the federal courts.) 


Title X—Community Relations Service 


Create a Community Relations Serv- 


ice within the Commerce Department to 
aid communities in resolving disputes 
relating 
to 
discriminatory 
practices 


basod on race, color or national origin. 


Authorize Die Service to offrr its 


services either on its own accord or in 
response to a request from ;v .state or 
local officiM or other interested person. 
Limit its staff to a director am! six 
aides. 


Title XI—Miscellaneous 


Provide that nothing in Hie law shall 


restrict existing powers of the Attorney 
General or other Government jigem-it's; 
authorize appropriation 
of 
whatever 


.sums are necessary to carry out the 
Act; provide that if one section of the 
Act is heir! invalid, (lie remainder of 
the Act shall not be affected thereby; 
(lie Act does not preempt and t h u s nul- 
lify state civil rights laws unless (hose 
laws arc inconsistent with the pnrjxxses 
of the Act.

They live and travel 
luxuriously, 
entertajn fre- 


quently and lavishly, and enjoy 
the best the U. S. offers in com- 
fort, pleasures anil liberty. 


These Nasser "military dip- 


lomats" never had it so good, 
and are making the most of It 
—in striking contrast to the 
studiedly ignominious confine- 
ment imposed on their V. S. 
opposite numbers In Cairo. 


Significantly, the UAR is the 


one Middle East country arm- 
ed with Hie Soviets' power- 
ful SA-2 high-level anti-air- 
craft missiles. 


The UATl Is one of only four 


countries definitely known to 
have these deadly weapons—• 
tlie olhcrs being Cuba, Indo- 
nesia and Ked China. Except in 
Cuba, where the SA-2 are still 
largely manned and controlled 
by Russian crews, the missiles 
are operated by native per- 
sonnel in these countries.

winter loss a no cause for great concern," says the research chief. 


He added, "Some deer die every winter regardless of weather 


and food conditions. The problem is to keep the winter kill to a 
minimum.1 


Adequate harvest of both sexes of deer is the key to sound 


deer management and essential to the maintenance of a healthy 
productive deer herd in Pennsylvania.
